Disposition of the Claims 

Claims 31-36 are currently pending in the application and are the subject of a Restriction 
Requirement. 

Restriction 



The Examiner has taken the position that the subject application contains five 
separate inventions or groups of inventions and has required restriction to one of 
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those groups under 35 USC §121. The Examiner has identified these groups as 
Groups I-V as follows: Group I, claim 31, drawn to a phage; Group II, claim 32, 
drawn to a culture medium comprising a peptide of SEQ ID NO:2; Group III, claim 
33, drawn to an isolated receptor that binds noggin; Group IV, claim 34, drawn to a 
hybridization probe; and Group V, claims 35 and 36, drawn to methods of 
treatment.
